Two Alarms for Fire Department. 


The fire department had a busy day 
last Saturday, having two alarms to 
answer to. Both were from the same 
box, 52. situated at the engine house and 
were for fires in the same building. 
This was a barn owned by Mrs. Sarah 
A. Pomeroy, at 46 Chestnut street and a 
spark from the bobbin shop owned by 
A. R. Ramsdell on Park street started 
the blaze each time. 

‘rhe first alarm was pulled in by Officer 
George Mears at 11 o’clock and prompt 
work by the department prevented the 
flames from spreading. A stream of 
water soon extinguished the blaze. 

About three o’clock the second alarm 
was pulled in by Llewellyn Pomeroy, the 
roof being again on fire and as in the 
morning the department were prompt 
to extinguish it. The damage both 
times was slight. 

The barn is situated in a thickly set- 
tled portion of the town and with the 
high wind which was blowing there was 
considerable danger of the fire gaining 
large proportions. 

There is considerable feeling in the 
vicinity of the bobbin shop regarding it 
as unsafe to property owners as well as 
being a public nuisance. Windows of 
houses cannot be raised in the immediate 
vicinity as the heavy black smoke and 
cinders caused by burning shavings fills 
the rooms, making it very disagreeable 
as well as unhealthful. Clothes hung 
upon the line become soiled with the 
smoke, causing much inconvenience and 
annoyance. 

Fire Marshall Casey: has visited the 
plant and reported that it was in a 
very undesirable piace and ordered the 
proprietor to have a cinder catcher 
placed in the chimiey. This was done 
on Sunday. 

It is expected by the residents of 
Chestnut and Whittier streets that some 
advance will be made in the insurance 
rates or that their insurance will be cut 
off, the danger being so great. The 
selectmen were notified and it is ex- 
pected that something will have to be 
done to eleminate the trouble.

last summer. Bodies do not decompose 
so badly in winter as in summer which 
accounts for the fairly good state of 
preservation. The fact that the flesh 
was worn from the skull is proof that 
the body had been in the river a long 
time. 

There is no one known to be missing 
in Andover and Chief of Police Frye 
notified the Lowell police and the an- 
thorities‘of several towns of the finding 
of the body in the belief that the body 
may answer the description of. some 
person who has been reported missing. 

The body was buried at once 1n the 
Spring Grove cemetery. 

The body was discovered by John 
Ryan, a West Andover farm hand, about 
6.30 o’clock Friday night as he was walk- 
ing along the bank of the river near the 
Edwards place. David Webb telephoned 
the information to Chief of Police Frye 
and the body was removed during the 
evening to Messer’s undertaking rooms.

| I fail to see why Judge Stone cannot ac- 


cept the State board of health’s ruling 
and act on it as a public nuisance. 

Furthermore Section 46 of Chapter 32 
of the Revised Laws of Massachusetts 
says: 

Sec. 46. They (the board of en- 
gineers) may make regulations as to 
the carrying of fire, firebrands, 
lighted matches or other ignited ma- 
terials openly in the streets or thor- 
oughfares of their town or of such 
parts thereof as they may designate: 
or to prohibit owners or occupants of 
buildings within their town, or such 
part thereof as they may designate, 
from erecting or maintaining any 
defective chimney, hearth, oven, 
stove or stovepipe, fire frame or 
other fixture, deposit of ashes or 
whatever else may give just cause of 
alarm or be the means of kindling or 
spreading tire. Whoever violates 
any such. rule‘or regulation shall, far 
each offence, forfeit not more than 
twenty dollars. 

As there’have been three fires caused 
by this factory and as Fire Marshal 
Casey has branded ‘it as a fire-trap, I do 
not see why our board of engineers 
should not make such. regulations | as 
would protect my property aid.that of 
others. , a 

With this factory running the property 
is greatly depreciated in value. 
would want to buy a house-in that 
vicinity where: he cannot open his win- 
dows without having it filled with 
smoke, soct and cinders; where he can- 
not dry his clothes without having them 
dirtier after they are dry than before 
they are washed, or where he cannot get 
his property insured at all or at a rate of 
five per cent a year, which would mean 
$50 per thousand per year. 

It seems to me that something should 
be done to protect the interest of those 
affected by this public nuisance and I 
trust you will give this space in your 
paper.

Texas Corporation Tax Law. 

The untangible assessment bill which 
places new taxes on almost every cor- 
poration in Texas except the Pullman 
Car company was passed by the state 
senate March 29 with a_ two-thirds 
vote. The exception of the Pullman 
company was due to fear that its taxa- 
tion would give negroes a legal right to 
ride and sleep in Pullman cars. The 
bill was expected to pass the house and 
become & Jaw. 


Democrats Criticise President. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, Senator 
Blackburn of Kentucky and other 
members of the senate minority have 
expressed marked disapproval of the 
president’s course in making the pro- 
visional agreement for €ollecting San- 
to Domingo’s customs. Mr. Morgan 
denies that the arrangement is in a 
proper sense “modus vivendi,” and Mr, 
Blackburn says the Democrats will 
oppose the treaty solidly and will have 
Republican support.

Bribery In Jersey Legislature. 


Prior to its adjournment Mareb 31 


the New Jersey house of representa- 
tives summoned before it several news- 
paper men who had charged wholesale 
bribery in connection with the Morris 
eanal bill. The newspaper men de- 
clined to give their source of informa- 
tion, and the house found the charges 
to be without basis. The canal bill 
was killed nevertheless. 


Nebraska After Binder Trust. 

The legislature of Nebraska has ap- 
propriated $250,000 to be used for the 
construction of a factory for the manu- 
facture of binder twine. ‘This action 
is taken on the ground that the so 
called binder twine and cordage trust 
jhas been monopolizing this trade. The 
\Plant will be built at Lincoln, near the 
state prison, and the inmates of the 
penitentiary will do the work. Ne 
braska, Lowa, Kansas and the Dakotas 
consume thousands of tons of cordage 
yearly.

The petition of the commonwealth for 
a rehearing having been overruled, a 
fourth trial will soon be given Caleb 
Powers, who is accused of assassinat- 
ing Governor Goebel at Frankfort, Ky. 


Beef Trust Man Arrested. 

Thomas J. Connors, general superin- 
itendent of Armour & Co., was arrest- 
ed at Chicago March 28, charged with 
trying to influence and intimidate wit- 
nesses who are expected to give testi- 
mony before the grand jury in the beef 
trust Investigation. Mr. Connors was 
released on a $5,000 bond. 

At least one of the chiefs of the big 
packing companies. was said to have 
been indicted by the federal grand ju- 
ry for conspiring to influence witness- 
es, and the heads of other packing com- 
panies were to be treated similarly.

Gessler Rosseau, who says his true 
name is Gesner Russell and that his 
home is in Chicago, was convicted at 
New York March 28 of having sent a 
box containing dynamite and a mea- 
chine to set it off to the Cunard steam- 
ship pier before the sailing of the Um- 
bria on May 11, 1903. During the trial 
Rosseau tried to convince the jury that 
he wanted to illustrate to the British 
government the danger of such a ma- 
chine to a nation which was bulldozing 
smnall republics and that he had ren- 
dered the dynamite harmless before 
sending it. He declined “to answer 
questions about his attempt to blow up 
the statue of Frederick the Great at 
Washington. 


Ten Years For Mrs. Chadwick. 

Judge Tayler at Cleveland March 27 
overruled the motion for a new trial 
made by counsel for Mrs. Cassie L. 
Gpaadwick ad sentenced her to serve 
a term of ten years in the Ohio pen- 
itentiary at Columbus and to, pay the 
‘costs of the trial. The case will be 
carried to the court of appeaJs at Cin- 
cinnati, and consequently Mrs. Chad- 
wick will not begin to serve her sen- 
tence until the case passes that court. 
The sentence is a cumulative one, be- 
ing two years on each of four counts 
and one year each on two others.

Woman Suffrage In Queensland. 
Queensland has followed the example 
of four other Australian states by 
granting full state suffrage to women, 
this having been done in 1895 by South 
Australia, in 1900 by West Australia, 
in 1902 by New South Wales and in, 
1903 by Tasmania. This leaves Victo-: 
ria as the only one of the six states 
that denies the suffrage to women. 
Even in Victoria a woman suffrage bill 
has passed the lower house eight times. 


Rebels of Crete Organize. 

The insurgent forces in the island of: 
Crete have organized a provincial gov-: 
ernment under the presidency of Pa- 
pyannakis, who has notitied the foreigz 
consuls that the people wish to manage 
their own affairs and to proclaim a 
union with Greece. 


Diplomacy Beckons Peace. 
With the subterfuges. and 
characteristic of Muscovite diplomacy 
the government of Russia in sheer 
desperation has reached negatively 
toward some basis for peace with Ja- 
pan, while at the same time spurring 
the army and navy to fresh endeavors. 
From the highest news sources at St. 
Petersburg came the report last week 
that both Japan and Russia had sele¢t- 
ed President Roosevelt as mediator. 
At the same time it was reported that 
Oyama’s victorious army, rested and 
reformed, was advancing on Line- 
vitch, 150 miles south of Harbin. The 
terrorists were again actively threaten- 
ing Russian rulers. 
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Successful Aeroplane Flight. 

A fairly conculsive test of the aero- 
plane designed. by Professor John 
Montgomery of the Santa Clara (Cal.) 
Catholic college, was made March 25. 
The machine was operated by John 
Maloney. It was taken up to a height 
of 3,000 feet by means of a hot air bal- 
loon and then released, whereupon it 
sailed above the city for half an dour. 
It is named the Santa Clara and looks 
like a bird, with wings of canyas and 
a frame of spruce timber. The oper- 
ator works the wings by hands and 
feet. ‘ 


Inoculating Jersey Clover. 

Under the guidance of government 
experts the farmers of Warren county, 
N. J., are busily engaged in inoculat- 
ing clover seed with a culture of the 
bacteria which cause the nodules 
seen on clover roots. These bacteria 
assimilate nitrogen from the air and, 
thus nourish the plant. Heretofore 
large sums have been spent on fer-! 
tilizers for the purpose of supplying; 
the soil with nitrogen, and it is hoped: 
that the expense for this purpose may! 
be largely eliminated.

HOUSE REFUSES THE CAMPAIGN 
BILL, 
BOSTON, April 5—The members cf 
the Massachusetts House, according to 
a majority vote yesterday, do not 
want to be prohibited or to have can- 
didates for public office or political 
committees prohibited from accepting 
contributions for campaign funds from 
cérporations. A bill with that object 
in view, introduced by Representative 
Simon Swig of Taunton, was rejected 
by a vote of 89 to 98, although Repre- 
sentative Luce of Somerville, House 
chairman of the election laws commit- 
tee, which reported the measure, spoke 
in earnest advocacy of it. A feature of 
the debate was an extended colloquy 
between Mr. Luce and Mr. Cole of An- 
dcever, the latter opposing the bill. 
When the bill was taken up Mr. 
Walker of Waltham said he failed. to 
sée how it could be made operative... Mr 


Moore of. Boston thought’ the bill a 
vicious one, and should be killed so 
thoroughly that it would never rise 


again. The bill, he said, would tend tu 
make criminals of every member of 
the legislature. He paid his own ex- 
penses, but, he said, money must be 
raised from some source. Mr. Thayer 
of Boston moved to amend so as to 
exclude political committees and par- 
ties from the operation of the bill. 
Mr. Schofield of Ipswich said the bill 


| should stand as it is or be killed. { 


Mr. Pingree of Haverhill opposed the 
bill, characterizing it as an eminently 
unfair measure. He argued that it was 
unjust to prohibit business corpora- 
tions from making such contributions, 
and yet to allow labor unions to so con- 
tribute, and equally unjust to prohibit 
domestic corporations from making 
contributions, while no such restriction 
could be imposed upon foreign corpor- 
ations, 

Mr. Swig of Taunton addressed the 
House in support of the measure, and 
the amendment offered by Mr. Thayer 
was then defeated on a voice vote. 

Mr. Luce spoke in support of the bill 
and read a letter from the attorney- 
general, who said he could see no fault 
with the phraseology of the bill. Law, 
he said, did not stop ertme, but law 
Was a deterrent and was an expression 
of the belief of the state. 

Mr. Luce was then made the target 
of humorous questions by Mr, Cole of 
Andover and Mr. Sieberlich of Boston. 

Mr. Cole of Andover said he fully 
Sympathized with the motive of the 
bill as the wrongful use of money in 
elections was a most pernicious evil, 
but he objected to the bill as he had 
done to the multiplication of election 
laws and the corrupt practice acts that 
had been passed in the last few years. 
“Why,” Said he, “there is not a man 
io woe House who is not a liar before 
the law, and this bill w 
you all as liars. Ree reer 

Mr. Luce arose to defend hir 
from the implication that this sete ot 
affairs was due to legislation proposed 
by him. He said: “There has been 10 
legislation on corrupt practice put on 
the statute books for 10 years. Beiore 
last year every man in this House who 
accepted or expended money was a 
criminal exposed to punishment. put 
the bill passed last year made it pussi- 
ble for men to be honest.” ;

| CITY PHYSICIAN BLACK ON FIL- 
TERED WATER SUPPLY. 


City Physician. Black submits 
| 


the 
following communication; 

“At the present time when there ha= 
been-so much agitation about the wa 


ter supply of Lawrence, with exhaust- | 


ive experiments conducted in search of 
water for a driven well 
seems to me that the following facts 
and figures contain much for earnest 
absorption by the readers of your val- 
uable paper. 

First a word about driven wells, viz., 
against filtration. of water for drink- 
ing purposes: 

The water obtained from wells nat- 
urally contains a great deal more min- 
€ral substance than either that of ri- 
ver or lake water and by reason of 
this fact acts upon service pipes used 
in its distribution to the consumer, 
especially upon the lead pipes where 
ui is apt to remain latent the longest. 

In 1899 in the city or Lowell where 
the drinking water is obtained by 
driven wells there were a great many 
cases of lead poisoning both in private 
and in hospital practice and the fore- 
most physicians after thorough inves- 
tigation arrived at the conclusion that 
the lead poisoning was due to the ac- 
tion of the water upon the service 
pipes and this was followed by the 
state board of health recommending 
a-change of service pipes. ,As to our 
filter beds which have been comment- 
ed and lectured upon by the leading 
chemists of the country and visited 


by interested persons from New 
England and California, the following 
figures in tabulated form speak for 
themselves:

000 with 56 deaths from Typhoid and 
the year 1901 with a population of 65,- 
000 (22,000 more) with only 12 deaths 
from typhoid, or a reduction of 77 per 
cent. - 

In December 1898 the filter bed was 
cleaned, the operation of. 
believed caused an epidemic of typhoid 
fever in the succeeding January 
(1899) when there were 59 cases, and 
eight deaths from typhoid for’ that 
month alone and bringing up the total 
for that year to 20. Thus it will be 
observed that the substitution of pure 
filtered water for the polluted river 
water which was used prior to 1893 has 
caused a decided “diminution of the.

In 1902 we had 41 cases of typhoid 
from drinking canal water in our mills 
with 12 deaths and with a population 
Df 68,500 gave us a death rate of 1 in 
5700 people which Is a remarkable 
showing when you consider that. four 
deaths were caused by canal water, one 
case brought into the city and of, 
those remaining there was doubt about 
four as to whether or not they had not 
drank canal water, — 

The majority of cases occur during 
the last four months of the year. And 
in 1375 hospital cases 1n. one yéar there 
were 868 admitted during September, 
October, November and December. 

‘Typhoid is more pervalent in the 
summer and fall because it has been 
demonstrated that the typhoid germs

out of our 70,000 labor in the mills, de- 


prived of fresh air and sunshine, con- ‘| 


pelled during the hot summer months 
to drink city water, is it not absolutely 
necessary that we should 
against any loopholes which will tend 
to cause or spread an epidemic infec- 
tion? Science teaches us that our mill 
operatives by virtue of their confine- 
ment and unhealthy surroundings are 
more liable to an attack of this dis- 
ease. 

In the treatment of this like all oth- 
er contagious and infectious diseases 
the first important measure is the pro- 
phylaxis and under this head the first 


important measure after isolaticn of | 
the patient is a careful inspection of 


the drinking water as well the 
source of supply. 

In the cities of Munich and Vienna 
where the soil has become saturatcd 
with sewerage and the drinking wa- 
ter was mostly from wells polluted by 
absorption, it was only by the introduc- 
tion of pure water from without these 
cities that the number of cases and 


as 


the mortality from typhoid fever was | 


decreased. 

The present filter was constructed 
when our population was only. 49,000, 
while today it is almost twice as much 
and we are endeavoring to make it 
meet our most urgent demands. 

We have an order before the legisla- 
ture for permission to borrow $100,000 
to be used in the construction of new 
sewers while at the present time we 
have not water to spare from our sup- 
ply to properly flush the sewers al- 
ready constructed. 


We also have an order of $100,000 | 
for a municipal hospita] to take care | 


of an epidemic, but not ga provision of 
anq kind for the increase of a pure 
water supply to our citizens, thereby 
lesseni:.g to a minimum the spread of 
disease. 

If new filter beds are made let them 
be covered ones, fof it is a well know” 
fact that germs remain onlv dormant 
in ice, and that covered beds are less 
expensive in the end. 

In conclusion,

The ful] bench of the supreme court 
| Tuesday overruled the exceptions 
| taken by the defendant in the case of 
the city of Lawrence vs. the town of 
Methuen, which was an action to re- 
cover for expenses incurred by it in 
| furnishing medical attendance to and 
caring for a patient named Brown, who 
| was stricken with smal] pox in Feb- 
ruary, 1900, while he had a settlement 
in the town, The plaintiff recovered 
$1245 and the verdict is sustained. Lt- 
ability was denied by the town on the 
ground that the patient did not havea 
legal settlefnent in it since he had left 
{it before his sickness, and it was re- 
| lieved under revised laws chapter 80, 
section 6. The court holds that un- 
der the act the patient had. not lost 
his settlement in the town.

Joseph Walworth, a prominent and 
highly respected citizen of Lawrence, 
widely known in this country and 
abroad as wool-buyer for the Pacific 
mills, a position he had held for. 42 
years, passed away after an illness 
of but a few days at his home, 441 
Haverhill street, Sunday evening at 
8.20 o'clock, 

Mr. Walworth was born in Keigh- 
vey, Yorkshire, England, Nov. 24, 14831. 
His people were always connected 
with wool and woolen manufacturing, 


his grandfather having run a small 


mill on the outskirts of Bradford, He 
came to this country in 1850 and. locat- 
ed at Ballardvale, coming to Law- 
rence when the Pacific mills commen- 
ced operations in 1853. In 1860 he went 
into manufacturing on his own ac- 
count at Salem, N. H., and having 
succeeded there he intended to build 
a mill in Lawrence, when he was of- 
fered charge of the wool deparimeit 
of the Pacific mills, which position ne 
had held up to the time of his death. 
From 1871 until 1880 he also had control 
of the worsted business of that mill. 

Mr. Walworth was a self-made mai 
of the highest type. From his earliest 
years he had always been interested 
in the things which go to make good 
citizenship. Few men were so well in- 
fornied, as his business caused him to 
travel extensively and he acquired a 
wide education through his fondness 
for reading and his contact with men 
and his influence was always exerted 
toward right things and a clean life, 
for Mr. Walworth was sincere in his 
religious life as in all other’ things, 
Mr. Walworth was a member of Tria- 
ity church since its organization and 
was always active in church work. 

He was a member of Bethany com- 
mandery of Knights Templar, and of 
the Home club. 

Mr. Walworth had enjoyed all his 
life remarkably good health up to 
within a month of his death. He was 
able to be about up to last Tuesday 
nighi, when he was taken wiih severe 
pain and had since been contined to 
his led. He passed away peacefully in 
the presence of his family. 

He is survived by his wife and four 
children, John P., Charles W., Joseph 
E. Walworth and Miss Harriet FE.
